Congress Called Upon to 
‘Make Investigation. 


Florida Congressman Wants to 
Know if Atlanta Coal and Ice 
Co. Is Violating the Sherman 
Anti-Trust Law---President of 
Company Issues Statement. 


Claiming that the Atlantic Ice and 
Coal’ Corporation its 4 combination in 
the restraint of trade, Representative 
Clark, of Florida, yesterday introduced 
@ resolution in the house of repre- 
sentatives directing the department of 
justice to inquire into the “acts and 
doings” of the company, with a view 
of ascertaining whether it could be 
proceeded against and broken up un- 
der the Sherman anti-trust law. 

When shown a dispatch from Wash- 
ington to this effect, President Ernest 
Woodruff, of the Atlantic Ice and Coal 
Corporation, issued a statement, say- 
ing that the corporation was organized 
under the best legal advice, and it 
neither intended to, nor did it in fact, 
violate or evade the federal anti-trust 
law or any of the state laws upon the 
subject of monopoly, and it challenges 
the closest investigation into the char- 
ter of its organization and operations. 

The dispatch from Washington and 
Mr. Woodruff's statement follow: 

News From Washington. 

Washington, June 15.—(Special.)— 
Claiming that the AtlanticIce and Coal 
Corporation is a combination in re- 
straint of trade, Representative Frank 
Clark, of Florida, today introduced in 
the house a resofution directing the 


‘department of justice to inquire into 


the “acts and doings,” with the view of 
ascertaining whether it could be pro- 
ceeded against and broken up under 
the Sherman anti-trust law, or any 
other laws forbidding illegal .cambi-. 
nations. 

The resolution recites that the At- 
lanta concern is doing business in 
Georgia, Florida, Alabama and Ten- 
nessee; that it is capitalized at $8,000,- 
000. and has only $1,500,000 paid in. 

That the Atlanta company has forced 
out of business many smaller concerns 
in the four states in which it operates 
is the contention of Mr. Clark, and he 
wants the government to suppress the 
enterprise as an illegal combination, if 
it can be done. 

Mr. Woodruff’s Statement, 
above dispatch ‘being shown to 

Woodruff, the president of the 
Atlantic lee and Coal Corporation, 
against which company it is supposed 
this resolution is aimed, he said: 

“The Atlantic Ice and Coal Corporation 
is not a holding company, but owns in 
fee simple the properties which it op- 
erates. It was organized under the 
best legal advice, and it neither in- 
tended to, nor did it in fact, violate or 
evade the federal anti-trust law, or 
any ofthe atate laws upon the subject 
ef monopoly, and it challenges the 
closest investigation into the character 
of its organization and operations. That 
the Atlantic Ice and Coal Corporation 
was formed to operate several differ- 
ent ice and fuel companies, located in

DECREE OF DISSOLUTION 
ASKED BY GOVERNMENT 


Suit Results From Investigations 
With Reference to Combina- 
tions Which Seek to Eliminate 
Competition---Unlawful Con- 
spiracy Indicated, According 
to Belief of Officials. 


Birmingham, Ala., June 15.—A peti- 
tion for an injunction against the 
Southern Wholesale Grocers’ Associa- 
tion was filed here this afternoon by 
Assistant District Attorney J. H. Mont- 
gomery, pursuant to instructions from 
the department of justice in Washing- 
ton. 

The petition charges that the South- 
ern Wholesale Grocers’ Association is 
an illegitimate combination in restyaint 
of trade, and the government prays 
that the association be dissolved and 
permanently enjoined from carrying 
out its practices in the United States.

Goverument Starts Fight. 

Washington, June 15.—Another ac- 
tion under the Sherman anti-trust law 
was started by the department of jus- 
tice today when Oliver D. Street, 
United States attorney for the northern 
district of Alabama, was instructed to 


the Southern. Wholesale Grocers’ Asso- 
ciation, its officers and members, alleg- 
ing that the association constitutes a 
combination and conspiracy in restraint 
of trade and asking that !t be dis- 


solved, 

The suit, it was said at the depart- 
ment today, is one of the results of the 
investigaticns which the government 
for some time past has been making 
with reference to combinations that 
seek to eliminate competition, main- 
tain a high scale of profit and increase 
the cost of living. In the opinion of 
the officials the investigation clearly 
en that an unlawful conspiracy 
exists.

TE DUEL 


IN FRONT OF FAIR MAID'S HOME 


Grady Nunnally and Frank C. Barrett Use Pocket 
Knives With Telling Effect—Both Were 
Sent to Hospitals. 


Mut on the sidewalk, in front of 181 


South Pryor street, where there lives | 


a young woman whom both admired, 
Grady Nunnaliy, of 61 Stewart agenue, 
and Frank C. Barrett, employee of the 
Morrow Transfer and Storage Com- 
pany, fought a desperate duel with 
pocket Knives at 8 o'clock last night. 
Nunnally was siashed and stabbed in 
the head, neck and back, while Barrett, 
who claims that he was acting on the 
@efensive, was stabbed in the left 
shoulder and slashed acrosg the elbow 
and behind the ear. 

While the name of the young woman 
is being withheld in the case, the prin- 
cipals in the duel will appear in the po- 
lice court this morning to answer 
charges of disorderly conduct. The 
young woman wil] not be present as a 
witness. 

Became Jealous at Once. 

Barrett had been introduced by his 
sister to the young lady in the case 
on Sunday afternoon, it is said, and on 
that night a feeling of jealousy was 
said te have been aroused in young 
ec aaay ay who is alleged to have taken 
back some jewelry he had giveg her. 

On Wednesday night. Barrett went to 
see the young lady and, after a very 
short stay, left. As he walked away 
he met Nunnaliy coming. The latter 
asked Barrett where he had been, and 


Barrett told him. 


The young men engaged in a heated 
taix, it is said, Nunnally insisting on a 
fight. Barrett, who claims he wanted 
to avoid trouble, preferred to have the 
fight on the street where they stood if 
there was to be a fight at all. 

Whereupon, Nunnally and Barrett 
whipped out their pocket knives and 
the duel began. Nunnally is said to 
have made the first pass, and thev 
both began to close in, slashing at 
each other until blood flowed freely. 

Finally Barrrett broke away and 
Started off dow the street. He had 
dropped his hat in the fight. Nunnally 
picked it up, cut long slashes in the 
crown, stuck his fist through the open- 
ing and then angrily slammed it on 
the ground again. 


Faints From Wounds. 


Nunnally, feeling the hurt of his 
bleeding wounds, walked to Allen's 
pharmacy, 147 South Pryor street, and 
as he stepped in the door, fainted. 
Mounted Policeman W. L Payne, who 
happehed to be near the drug store at 
the time, called in the Grady hospital 
ambulance. 

_Soon after the ambulance had carried 

Nunnally to the hospital, Barrett 
walked into the drug store and gave 
himself up to Officer Payne. At that 
; time blood was flowing from the 
,; Wounds he had received. For a second 
{time the Grady hospital ambulance 
{Was cailed out, and Barrett was taken 
; to Dr. Noble’s sanitariurs, corner Pryor 
; and Fair streets, where he was given 
attention. 

Neither one of the young men—both 
are hardly over 2l1—aeare seriously in-

Reno Bids For Fight. 

Reno, Nev., June 15,.—Reno bid for 

the Jeffries-Johnson fight this after- 
hen A. J. Ailsworthy, a theatri- 
cal manager and representing local 
‘business men telegraphed to Tex 
‘Rickard that this city would erect a 
‘suitable arena for the fight. 
The Nevada law is clear and precise 
that it permits finish fights when a 
license ‘of one ‘thousand dollars is paid 
by the promoters and it is not prob- 
able that any adverse motion will be 
taken tn case it is decided to bring the 
Jeffries-Johnson fight here. 

Governor Dickerson, at present is 
out of the state. Mr. Ailsworthy noti- 
fied Rickard that this city would fur- 
nish. the $1,000 license required by the 
state law. 

Nevada Law Allows Fighting. 

Carson City, Nev., June 15.—That the 
law of Nevada would permit the Jef- 
ries-Johnson fight in this state, was 
the statement made today by Justice 
Sweeney, of the supreme court, when 
| the question was put to him in the ab- 
sence of Governor Dickerson. With 
only the.formality of obtaining a li- 
cense, for which $1,000 must be depos- 
ited, he saitd the fight could be held in 
any county in the state without fear of 
interference. 

The law permitting contests of un- 
limited rounds itn Nevada was passed 
for the Corbett-Fitzsimmong fight, and 
has not been amended or repealed.

Savannah, Ga., June 15.—<(Special.)—

TO WESLEY MEMORIAL 


| Rev. James W. Lee has presented to 
‘the Wesley Memorial church the pub- 
‘ieations of the Parker society. The 
| Parker society was organized about 
ithe middie of the last century 
‘under the presidency of the Earl 
of Shaftesbury for the purpose of 
‘publishing the works of the English 
Reformers. They were brought oui in 
fifty-four volumes and include _ the 
‘writings of Hugh Latimer, bishop of 
;Worcester; Nicholas Ridley, bishop of 
‘London, and Thomas Cranmer, arch- 
‘bishop of Canterbury, all three of 
‘whom suffered martyrdom. In addi- 
‘tion to these, the Parker society books

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FIGHT 1S ON 
ACAINST SALE. 
OF NEAR BEER 


Police Chief Says the Situa- 
lion Is Growing 
Serious, 


LONE WILL BE REDUCED 
AND SALOONS WEEDED OUT 


Many Fights Against Near Beer 
Saloons Are Made Before Po- 
lice Committee, and Notice Is 
Given That Wholesale On- 
slaught Will Be Made on Next 
Friday. 


War is about to be declared against 
the near beer saloons in Atlanta. 

The police committee of council has 
decided that the near beer places need 
weeding out. 

The chief of police and the detective 
sergeant have advised the committee 
that the situation is getting to be 
nearly such as Atlanta faced when the 
riot took place in 1906. 

The officers of the law have stated 
the committee that some of. the 

near beer saloons allow or wink at the 

peddling of blind tiger whisky. 

An ordinance will be probably re- 


ported prohibiting the sale of near 
beer in the same place to whites and 
negroes, 

Many of the applications for 
beer saloons will be turned down. 

The near beer zone will be reduced. 

Beer Is Not So Near. 

The police committee, it is stated, 
feels that it is no longer dealing with 
near beer, but with sure enough beer. 

The situation is getting beyond po- 
lice control and protection, states the 
police chief and the detective sergeant. 

~These are some of the important 
matters brought ont at a meeting of 
the police committee of counctl yester- 
day afternoon. Another meeting Will 
be held Friday afternoon at 8 o'clock 
when final action will be taken. 

The meeting of the committee was 
replete with all sorts of sensations. 
Many objections were made to special 
applications of near beer licensey and. 
aS a grand finale, one citizen stated 
that the Anti-Saloon League would 
make, on Friday afternoon a wholesale 
fight against the granting of licenses 
tg all the saloons. 

Against Jack Horner's Saloon. 

A special fight and one that was of 
more than ordinary interest was the 
application for a near beer saloon at 
172 Peachtree street by T. M. Horner, 
better known as “Jack’’ Horner. Mr. 
Horner is seeking to buy the lease of 
Matt C. Carroll, tailor. The petition 
was objected to by W. C. Hundley, pro- 
prietor of the Aragon hbdtel: H. H. 
Cabaniss, owner of the Scotia flats, and 
other property owners on the same 
block. Mr. Horner had the consent of 
his two adjoining neighbors and had 
complied with all the requirements of 
the near beer law. Attorney V. A. 
Batchelor represented Mr. Horner, and 
Attorney Malvern Hill and Attorney 
James I. Anderson represented those 
who opposed the petition. This mat- 
ter will be settled at the Friday meet- 
ing. 

Several negroes, including prominent 
preachers, objected to. the granting of 
licenses to near beer saloons on Butler 
street, north of Edgewood avenue, They 
claimed that these saloons were in a 
negro residence séction and were in- 
jurious to the negro.race and hurt the 
churches, 

Other Objections Made. 

Other objections were as follows: 

At 582 Decatur street, 150 Decatur 
street, 484 Decatur street, 151 Decatur 
street, 11 Edgewood avenue, 185 East 
Ellis street, 42 Madison avenue, Mari- 
etta street between Thurman and Latt- 
mer streets, 41 Marietta street, corner 
of Harris and Piedmont avenue and 
corner of Butler and Cain streets. 

When these special objections had all 
been made, J. B. Richards, representing 
the Anti-Saloon League, arose and 
said: 

“Gentlemen of the committee, I do 
not want to object to any special ap- 
plication for a near beer saloon license, 
but I wish to give notice to this com- 
mittee that the Anti-Saloon League 
will on next Friday enter an objection 
to the granting of licenses to all of the 
saloons, as they are all clearly violat- 
ing the state prohibition law.”’ 

The committee went into executive 
session and held a conference with 
the chief of police and Detective Ser- 
geant Lanford. 

To Reduce Beer Zone. 

Alderman Pittman, of the commit- 
tee, said he intended to make a motion 
to eliminate from the beer zone the 
ten blocks bounded by Butler street, 
Edgewood avenue, Harris street and 
Courtiand street. He said this was 
strictly a residence section for ne- 
groes and the colored people should be 
protected. 

Chief Jennings said he would urge 
the separation of whites and biacks in 
all of the near beer saloons. He said 
the drinking together of the two races 
brought about disorder and great 
trouble. 

Sergeant Lanford said he knew that 
the mixing of the races was a cause of 
trouble. He said his men had ascer- 
tained that some of the saloons per- 
mitted or winked at the peddling of 
whisky. 

The members of the committee said 
they agreed with the chief and the 
sergeant. 

Nearly Like itn 1906.

ORGANIZED FIGHT 
ON-MONEY SHARKS 


Situation in Hand. 


Committee Named at Chamber 
of Commerce Meeting to Lay 
Plans for Legal Aid Society. 
Remedial Money Lending Ar- 
rangement to Follow. 


It was athoroughly determined set of 
business men, some of the most repre- 
sentative in Atlanta, who met at the 
chamber of commerce quarters yester- 
day to take action ultimately to elimi- 
nate the money shark’ evil from this 


community. 

As a result of the meeting, which 
was called by V. H. Kriegshaber and 
others, and presided over by W. Woods 
White, a committee of nine Was ap- 
pointed to devise a plan for the forma- 
tion of a legal aid society, through 
which shall be given free legal assist- 
ance to those who may become, 
through ignorance, victims of’ an im- 
proper administration of the law, 
whether in behalf of the money lend- 
ers or anyone else. 

This commfttee was the 
power to apply for a charter, and after 
having framed its plan, will report 
back to a called meeting. The com- 
mittee is composed of W. Woods White, 
chairman: V. H. Kriegshaber, Dr. David 
Marx, Mr. W. lL. Lingie, Victor L. 
Smith, Fred J. Paxon, David Wood- 
ward, Joe Logan and Linton C. Hop- 
kine. 

Loan Association to Follow. 

It is believed that a legal aid socie- 
ty through which proper legal assist- 
ancé is furnished gratuitously, not only 
apprising possible victims of thefr 
rights, but enforcing such rights 
through the courts, will go far toward 
eliminating the evils complained of. 

But to carry the plan of reformation 
to its logical conclusion, it is proposed 
later on to organize a remedial! loan as- 
sociation, making loans on a basis of not 
more than 2 per cent per month, from 
which all expenses may be paid, in- 
cluding a reasonable rate of interest on 
the money invested. It is stated it will 
require $50,000 to $100,000 to finance an 
organization of this kind, but of thir- 
ty-five of them now in operation in the 
Cities of the United States, not one of 
them has ever, failed. 

Through this scheme it is proposed 
to finance ang take up outstanding 
loans aggregating many thbusands of 
dollars, thereby protecting the. victims 
frm further extortion. 

Some Specific Instances. 

Among other cases Mr. White told of 
a young man who came here from Au- 
gusta with his family to go to work 
for a railroad at $50 a month. Lliness 
in his family drove him to the money 
lenders,and when finally, by the advice 
of friends, he applied to the bankrupt- 
cy court, he was arrested on a larceny 
charge, and the justice of the peace be- 
fore whom the case came, although 
warned that he was acting illegally. 
sent him to jail. He finaily gave bond 
and the case was taken direct to the 


grand jury. 

Hundreds of cases of this kind mighi 
be found, Mr. White said. He esti- 
mated that some 35,000 smal! loans are 
made every month in Atlanta. One 
money lender with $4,100, has over 200 
borrowers. The business flourishes 
through illegal assistance rendered by 
the justice courts.

The senate and house conferees today 
agreed on the disputed paragraph in 
the sundry civil bill which permits the 
city to purchase the old building ‘for 
municipal purposes.” The lot, original- 
ly given by the city of Atlanta, will be 
deeded back to the city. 
Representatives Pleased With Outcome. 

Both Senator Clay and Representa- 
tive Livingston are elated tonight over 
the success of the negotiations. Sena- 
tor Clay was one of the conferees on 
behalf of the senate. The other con- 
ferees were Senators Hale and Perkins 
and Representatives Tawney, of Min- 
nesota; Smith, of lowa, and Fitzgerald, 
of New York.

TRIO ARRESTED 
BY INSPECTORS = 


United Wireless Officials Al- 
- leged to Have Cleaned Up 
Vast Fortunes, 


BELIEVED ONE OFFICER 
GOT COOL TEN MILLIONS 


Through Use of Mails Company 
Secured Enormous Sums for 
Stock --- Inspectors, Upon In- 
vestigation, Claim Company’s 
Stock Is Worth $.004 a Share. 
President Released on Bond. 


New York, June 15.—United States 
postoffice inspectors raided the hand- 
some Broadway offices of the United 
Wireless Telegraph Company today and 
caused the arrest of Christopher C. 
| Wilson, president of the company; 
Samuel 8S. Bogart, first vice president, 
and William W. Tompkins, presidcnt of 
the New York Selling Agency, which 
officers of the wireless company say 
was formerly their fiscal agents, but 
has ceased to represent them. 

Chief Inspector Mayer subsequently 
gave out a long formal statement in 
which he charges that, altnuugh the 
company has been running at a Icsa, 
the price of its shares has been ad- 
vanced by manipulation to fictitious 
values and that individual officers of 
the company have sold out their stock 
to the general public at a profit esti- 
mated in one instance at between five 
and ten millions, with other instances 
in proportion. 

Wilson was released on $25,000 bail 
and Bogart in $10,000 bail fur appear- 
ance on July 13, when a further aear- 
ing will be held before a federal com- 
missioner. Tompkins was arrested at 
his farm near Mahopac Falls, N. Y., 
and brought here for arraignmen:. He 
could not find the $10,000 bail required 
and spent the night in the Tombs. 

Misuse of Mails Alleged. 

The complaint on which the war- 
rants were issued is drawn under the 
federal criminal code on information 
ef Carter B. Keene, a postoffice in- 
.spector, who deposes that “the grounds 
of his belief are official investigations 
made by him, information obtained by 
him from the books of the said tinited 
Wireless Telegraph Company and the 
inspection of lettersand envelopes sent 
by the postoffice establishment of the 
United States through the United 
States malls.” 

The specific instance of alleged 
fraudulent use of the mails is given us 
the malling of a letter on Mare 3, 
1910, to Michael O’Brien, of Water- 
bury. Conn. 

“There are 28,000 sharsho'ders «cf the 
company throughout the country,” said 
Inspector Maver in his statement, 
“many of whom have placed their sav- 
ings in the stock «f the company 
through false representutions hinde by 
its officers. 

Real Assets Value'l at $400,000, 

_ “The real assets of the company. cen- 
sisting of land statfons, patents, manu- 
facturing planta and real estate of ali 
kinds, appear to be wortn at a ccn- 
servative estimate $499,000, or an ac- 
tual worth of 2 sents a share at par 
value.” 

Two million shares lave been issued 
at a par value of $190 a _ share, 
total capital, $20,000,000, but the 
stock has recently been put up to $50 a 
share. Thus, argues the inspector in 
his statement, “by taking the- last 
amount quoted ($400,000 of actual as- 
sets), at $50 a share, the stock is really 
worth as $400,000 is to $100,000,000 or 
$.004 a share.”

COURT ENJOINS 
CONDEMNATION 


Judge J. T. Pendleton yesterday 
granted two temporary § injunctions 
against the city of Atianta restraining 
it from instituting condemnation pro- 


ceedings against the property of W. W. 
Austell and W. T. Healy on Exchange 
Place - and Edgewood avenue, com- 
Plaint having been entered by Healy 
and Austell charging that the city is 
exercising its power of eminent domain 
in the interest of Joel Hurt alone 
and not in the interest of any Public 
or municipal necessity. 

The petition avers that the condem- 
nation of that portion of the property 
belonging to Joel Hurt “is to be ap- 
parent only and the award ostensibly 
made is not to be paid, but returned 
to the city in further consideration of 
its use of its power of eminent domain 
in Mr. Hurt’s behalf.” 

The land in question, owned by Mr. 
Healy, fronts 75 feet on the south side 
of Exchange Place, 5 feet on Ivy and 
6.5 feet on the west side. 

The Austell property in question is a 
triangular tract fronting 15 feet 6 
inches on Pryor, 38 feet on Edgewood 
avenue, the remaining side being 45 
feet in length. 

The condemnation proceedings come 
about through suggestion looking to 
the widening of Edgewood avenue, the 
extension of Gitimer street and the 
straightening of Exchange Place. 

The Healy petition says that the 
property to be condemned is valu- 
able, necessitating great*cost to the 
city, which “is in financial straits, pro- 
posing to issue $2,000,000 worth of 
bonds for the purpose of essential im- 
provements in the waterworks and 
sewer systems;” that “it has legitimate 
need for all its income and has no 
money to waste in gratifying either the 
aesthetic tastes or private interests of 
any individual.” 


Boy Must Be Restrained. 

Earl Vaughan, a young white boy, 
was arraigned before Judge L. S. Roan 
yesterday on the charge of having 
stolen a horse from W. E. Haliburton, 
a blind man, who stays at 24 Peters 
street. The boy pleaded guilty and en- 
tered the plea of insanity, and after 
lengthy statements from doctors and 
witnesses and from the boy’s: father, 
Judge Roan dismissed the case tem- 
porarily in order that the father might 
see if he could get his son back in 
the asylum, where he has been once 
before. 

A numoer of thefts have been 
charged to the boy and Judge Roan 
said that he certainly must be in the 
asylum or the penitentiary one, as a 
person who stole everything he could 
lay his hands on could not be at large. 


Other Court News. 

Will Harringtcn, a white man, 
charged with the theft of four suit 
cases from the waiting room at the 
Terminal station, was tried yesterday 
before Judge L. 8.

TO VALUE 


OF GOOD ROADS 


By Frank Weldon. 

Darien. Ga. June 15.—(Special.)—- 
This coast country is waking up. In 
the early history of Georgia this sec- 
tion was the home of wealthy planters, 
whose thausands of slaves cultivated 
the rice und the cotton plantations. 
With the war the growing of sea 
island cotion ceased over a large area, 
and while the cultivation of rice was 
continued for some years after the war 
that, too, was finally abandoned, in a 
large meagure. 

Crumbling tabby walls alone remain 
to tell of the thriving trade once con- 
ducted heyt. Fifty years have passed 
since the grand old moss-covered oaks 
which line the streets of Darien, stand- 
ing “like Druids of old,” cast ‘their 
pleasant ahade.upon prosperous mer- 
chants. 

Today, gfter half a century's isola- 
tion, Darien is geeling the quickening 
of a new life—just a feeble pulsation, 
a mere throbbing, but it is fraught 
with meaning and hope of a new 
Darien, of people coming and going, 
and some staying to settle and to fill 
up_the back country. ~ 

The tiniber has been cut out, and 
unless white settlers come in from 
upper Georgia and other states, McIn- 
tosh will remain undeveloped for an- 
other half century. -The building of 
the railrvad helped, of course, but 
when the timber gave out there was 
no other traffic along the line to take 
the place of lumber and naval stores. 

But Darien need not despair. She 
has one caance yet—good roads. 

“But we are so poor,’ some say. 
“The total revenues of McIntosh coun- 
ty are oniy $11,000 a year for all pur- 
poses. We have no money with which 
to improve roads.” 

Opposed to this lamentation, is the 
sturdy “where there’s a will there’s a 
way” voice of Colonel “Dick Grubb, 
who rightly wears the ‘“‘grand old 
name of gentleman,” kindly philoso- 
pher and editor of The Gazette. 

Colonel Grubb. 

“We must improve our roads,” Colo- 
nei Grubk stated. ‘‘No county in Geor- 
gia has sp much to gain as ours. We 
want an influx of industrious white 
farmers «nd to induce them to come, 
we must build roads. Our progressive 
people reylize this, and they will hold 
an election early in the fall to author- 
ize an issje of road bonds. 

“T hope to see our county concen- 
trate its gnergies on the completion of 
the old sS-age road in the direction of 
Savannah. This is the road.which the 
autoists iravel. They say it is fairly 
g0cd now, despite some sand, but 
would be a good advertisement for Mc. 
Intosh to make the road especially fine. 
We never saw a tourist until last win- 
ter, when a few of them began to find 
their way through here, geing to Flor- 
ida and coming back. They were de- 
lighted with the climate and the fish- 
ing. 

“The lang ferry from here to ce 


ct 
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Giynn shore, 4 miles, has been a draw- 
back, but we hope to see that cut out 
in another year. Mr. Lisman, the prin- 
cipal owner in the railroad, tells me 
that he intends to bridge the rivers 
and to put on a flat car to ‘transfer 
autos in a few minutes. The present 
ferry is 4 miles long, 1 mile cf which 
is through Gereral’s cut. This is a 
channel which was cut by General 
Oglethorpe’s army in cne night. 

“The soil around here is just right 
for the cultivation of early vegetables, 
sea island cotton, corn and oats. Years 
ago large crops cf rice were raised 
here, but the rice plantations have 
been abandoned. ‘There has been some 
talk of the Japanese buying these 
marshes and going into rice culture. 
They have had a commission over here 
looking into the conditions. 

“The climate’ of Darien is superb. 
We have never had a case of typhoid 
in my recollection, and there is no 
dengue and very little malaria since 
the rice fields were abandoned. 

“We want the auto tour to come 
through here next fall. The motorists 
will find a picturesque road from Sa- 
vannah here, and their trip will give 
a tremendous advertisement to this 
section and to the Savannah-Jackson- 
ville road.” 

Autoists Stop Over. 

Proprietor Quarterman, of the Da- 
rien hotel, said: “Autoists drop in 
here every few days. During the win- 
ter quite a number stopped here. Some 
of them spent a day or two. One party 
from Albany stopped with us going 
down and coming back. They had a 
good time fishing, and said they would 
not have missed Darien for anything.’ 

Sheriff Alex Bailey, of MclItosh, is 
heartily for better roads. He oper- 
ates the ferry, and has gone to &@ 
great deal of trouble and expense to 
provide facilities for handling the runs 
from Savannah and Jacksonville. “The 
ferry does not pay, but I am anxious 
to get good roads, and-especially to 
get a fine road from Savannah to Jack- 
sonville. I know it will bring thou- 
sands of people through here whem 
we would never see otherwise. The 
Constitution is doing a great work in 
promoting road improvement. 

“This coast country is not going to 
develop until we get good public 
roads.” 

J. K. Clarke, Jr.. whose father is one 
of Georgia’s most widely known lum- 
bermen, thinks and talks clearly on 
the importance of improving the roads. 
“This coast country is not going ahead 
like the counties just to the west of us. 
Our soil Ys just as good as theirs. 
and being near salt water, we have 
advantages and delights they do not 
possess. Visitors call Darien quaint. 
Perhaps it is, and it is attractive. I 
believe many a tourist will build a 
winter home here, if we get them com- 
ing through. All this section of the 
state is deeply interested in the cam- 
paign for better roads, and already’ 


good has comg of the discussion.”

Editor Constitution: Tom Bell will 
soon regret that he allowed the desert- 
ers to make a tool of him. A careful 
reading of recent Washington news 
reports will convince anyone that 
Champ Clark was deliberately deceived. 

He was evidently informed that I 
had virtually declared that his amend- 
ment to the rules would have prevented 
a downward revision of the tariff. He 
was told that I had accused him of 
being opposed to such revision. 

Knowing his fine record on that sub- 
ject as well as I do it would have been 
impossible for me to have made such 
an assertion. 

The sum and substance of my 
chargés against the deserters is: That 
their vote against the Champ Clark 
amendment and in favor of the Fitz- 
gerald amendments had the general re- 
sult of leaving Cannon, Payne and Dal- 
zell in despotic control of the house, 
end that these men used this control to 
pack the committees and jam the new 
tariff through. Clark’s amendment 
would have broken the yoke of Can- 
nonism and would have given the 
house control of itself. 

Had Clark’s amendment been adopt- 
ed one of two things would have re- 
sulted, either the lesser evil, the Ding- 
ley law, would have been left as it was 
or we would have had what Taft had 
promised, a downward revision of the 
tariff.

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NEWSTATECODE 
TO BE ACCEPTED 


Committee Praises Work 
of Judge Hopkins. 


Has Examined It and Recom- 
mended to Governor Its Pur- 
chase by State -- Judge Hop- 
kins Well Qualified for Per- 
forming This Difficult Service. 


merits the joint committee of the gen- 
eral assembly yesterday morning drew 
up a resolution and presented it to 
Governor Brown, recommending the 
purchase of the new code of the state, 
which Judge John L. Hopkins, of At- 
lanta, has prepared. 

The code will cost $6,000 and it is 
expected that Governor Brown will ap- 
prove the recommendation of the legis- 
lative committee and make the pur- 
chase of the code at an early date. The 
gsovernor has been in Athens this week, 
but is expected to return Thursday, at 
which time he will take up for consid- 
eration the resolution drafted by the 
committee. 

The committee investigating the 
merits of Judge Hopkins’ code was ap- 
pointed by the legislature at the ses- 
sion last summer and it was clothed 
with authority to pass upon the merits 
of the code after a thorough investi- 
gation. Senator Matthews was chair- 
man of the committee. 

First Cede Since 1895. 

Judge Hopkins’ revision of the code 
is the first that has taken place since 
1895. In most states of the union the 
law requires that the code shal] be 
revised at least every ten years, but 
the matter had been neglected in Geor- 
gia so long that it was apparent to 
the legis'ature that if a new code had 
been prepared the state should 
purchase it, provided it was the proper 
kind of code. 

This feature of the proposition the 
committee investigated and the mem- 
bers were unanimous in the opinion 
that the code of Judge Hopkins was 
complete in every detail and that it 
contains all] the law that a code should 
contain.

For many years he has been recog- 
nized as one of the leading members 
of the Georgia bar and his thorough 
and extensive knowledge of law es- 
pecially fits him for the preparation of 
such an important work as that which 
he has just completed, and its ac- 
ceptance by the state is a noteworthy 
tribute to his genius and ability.

Serious Charges Against 
Attorneysin Damage Suit 


Answer to Petition of Lola Her- 
ron in City Court Involves 
Charges Against Law Firm 
Which Will Be Investigated 
by Judge of City Court. 


In an answer filed in the city court 
yesterday to a petition for damages 
which was filed on the 3d of May by 
Lola Herron and her husband, Miltqn 
Herron, in which the cause of action 
is the alleged loss of three fingers by 
Lola Herron while in the employ of 
the .

& Moore, whom she recognizes as 
legally employed counsel. 

The second affidavit, made by Milton 
Herron before H. J. Simonton, notary 
public, states that Milton Herron was 
present when his wife, Lola Herron, 
signed a contract with Leo Sudderth to 
represent her in the case, and further 
states that “a lawyer named Moore” 
had asked him about the case, but <hat 
he had told Moore that the case already 
belonged to Sudderth.

With the chapel of the university 
thronged to overflowing by the crowd 
that attended the commencement day 
and graduation exercises of the class 
ef 1910, the 109th commencement of 
the University of Georgia came to a 
close today. 
‘Despite the inclement weather, show- 
ers frequently interrupting the exer- 
cises, and preventing many of the vis- 
itors from inspecting the campus of 
the university, the commencement this 
year has been one of the greatest in 
the history of the university, and both 
the regular exercises and the social 
side of the annual commencement have 
been without a peer in the annals of 
the oldest state university in the coun- 
try. 

At 11 o'clock this morning the com-

COTTON FLUCTUATED _ 
WITHIN NARROW RANGE 


Market Opened and Closed at 


Decline---Spot Closed 5 
Points Off 


— 


New Yor, June 15.—The cotton mar- 
ket continued quiet today, with fluct- 
uations irregular, within a range of 8 
or 9 points, and the close was at a net 
loss of 2@9 points. 

The opening was steady at a decline 
of 3@6 points, in response to disap- 
pointing cables. There was not a great 
deal of cotton for sale, however, and 
during the middle of the day prices 
steadied up to a net gain of about 1@4 
points on the genera] list, as a result of 
scattered covering and a little bull 
support, which appeared to be encour- 
aged by reports of rain in the eastern 
belt and apprehensions that the wet 
weather would lead to a less bearish 
July bureau than anticipated. Sup- 
port did not become at all general, 
however, and late in the day the mar- 
ket eased off under realizing, with last 
prices at practically the lowest. Pri- 
vate cables attributed the indifferent 
showing of the Liverpool market to 
less satisfactory trade conditions, and 
said that short time was being resort- 
ed to in manufacturing circles. The 
reports of curtailment abroad, in con- 
nection with the increasing curtail- 
ment among domestic mills, is having 
some influence in the direction of off- 
setting the strong statistical position, 
while views as to the outlook for the 
new crop are confused by the favora- 
ble reports from western and central 
sections of the belt as contrasted with 
the talk of too much rain in the east- 
ern belt and numeroug advices report- 
ing the presence of boll weevil in all 
the districts infested last year. A 
week from next Tuesday will be the 
first July notice day in the local mar- 
ket, and there has been nothing in re- 
cent trading to indicate any big specu- 
lative short interest still outstanding, 
bul views as to this are almost as much 
coufused as on other phases of the sit- 
uation, and some suggest that the July 
interest may be waiting for the July 
condition report before evening up 
either way. Southern spot markets 
were generally unchanged.

Reports from 2 points in the earliest 
sections of Texas that cotton was open- 
ing in sufficient quantity to make pos- 
sible the belief that first bales would 
come on the market before the end of 
June increased bearish sentiment, but 
around the middle of the morning sup- 
port was offered July, and the price 
was quickly put up until it was 8 
points over yesterday’s closing.

WAS STOCK MARKET 


Very Light Offerings and but 
Siuas Decanade dhe: teow. 
ed Some Strength

New York, June 15.—The stock mar- 
ket at present possesses no distinctive 
feature except its apathy. In the 
course of today this amounted to stag- 
nation. Professional traders found 
very light offerings of stock for sale, 
and they argued from this a strong 
undertone and operated in consequence 
for an advance. Attempts to sell 
stocks, however developed as thin a de- 
mand as there were Offerings, and 
| prices yielded readily to light selling 
pressure. The action of the market 
Was read as a sign of the pause in 
agtivity of any kind on the part of 
the larger financial interests. 

The sense of relief brought by the 
agreement between the government gnd 
the railroads on a. method of settie- 
ment of the dispute over rates, be- 
cause a tedious litigation was thus 
averted, leaves the uncertainties of 
the contest before the interstate com- 
merce commission still to be passed 
through. Railroad officials still talk 
of the necessity of retrenchment until 
the time has arrived when they are ai- 
lowed to put higher freight rates into 
force, while the objection to be urged 
by shippers and their influence on the 
final decision, which is put into the 
hands of the commission, are consid- 
ered likely to keep the question open 
for months to come. At the same 
there was a disposition in the financial 
district to ascribe feeling of satisfac- 
tion to the capitalistic powers with 
the coming completion of the railroad 
bill. The final shaping of the bill of- 
fers some features that were expected 
to be moderated, but the promise of 
getting the matter disposed of ig ex- 
pected to remove a disturbing factor 
from the stock market. The early 
advance in prices was attributed to 
this general influence. Other specia) 
factors contributed, 

The strength of Erie was supposed 
to be due to the evidence of improve- 
ment in its termina] facilities. The 
home-coming of J. Pierpont Morgan 
was given also as an influence on that 
stock. Reading got some benefit from 
yesterday's extra dividend declaration 
on the Centra] railroad of New Jersey, 
controlled by Reading. Announcement 
of a traffic agreement between South- 
ern Pacific and St. Louis and San Fran- 
cisco, involving business between St. 
Louis and the gulf ports, had a 
Strengthening influence on the Harri- 
man property. The quick sale reported 
of Pittsburg, Cincinnati, Chicago: and 
St. Louis bonds, although the amount 
was small, was hopefully regarded and 
ents credence to report of other financ- 
ng. 

A pronounced recession in foreign 
exchange rates was a feature of the 
day. Bills against the Southern Pacific 
bonds placed in Germany were sup- 
posed to affect that market. There 
was also reported an encouraging de- 
velopment in the foreign trade situa- 
tion in the declining tendency of value 
of imports in May, the bureau of sta- 
tistics showing the smallest imports 
of any month since August of last year.
